Incident Narrative 

Sgt. Gunter: At the above date and approximate time I Sgt Gunter and Officer Gage Killian responded to a call from the tower 
itating there was an issue in cell #D-206. Upon entry of D-Pod 1 (Sgt Gunter) heard inmate Stokes yelling through the door about the 
V. I Sgt Gunter approached the door to cell #206 in D-Pod to try and resolve the situation. Upon opening the cell door Inmate Stokes 
egan to get more aggressive and stated he would throw myself and Officers Killian and N. Roberson over the railing. Inmate Stokes 
apidly approached me (Sgt Gunter) after I had the cell door open and I immediately used verbal commands then took defensive 
ctions and used soft hand technique while demanding stop resisting. Inmate Stokes continued to resist so I stepped back and drew my 
aser and demanded him to place his hands behind his back to be restrained. Inmate Stokes again stated "we will all go over the 
ailing" at this time I deployed my taser which did not make full contact. Officer Killian and N. Roberson then went hands on 
estraining inmate Stokes to escort him to MAX. While walking through the booking area just before entering D-105 going into 
edical Inmate Stokes became combative refusing to go to MAX. At this time I had to go hands on with Inmate Stokes again. After 
he altercation was handled I placed inmate Stokes in Holding cell #127 and contacted Lt. Bresch and Nurse Carry. 

Officer Killian: On the time and date shown above, while I was in the tower observed a call from inmate Stokes stating to our 
tower operator Officer Holloway that he wanted to know where the mother fucking dude was with the remote and why he had not 
gotten a channel change like he had requested. He proceeded to rant on with more obscene profanity. So I Officer Killian, Officer N. 
Roberson and SGT Gunter responded to the call in a professional manner and went to inmate Stoke s's cell to see if we could come to 
a resolution on this issue. SGT Gunter and I approached the cell and opened the door and begin talking with inmate Stokes. Inmate 
Stokes quickly showed signs of anger and frustration and begin to approach SGT in an aggressive manner so SGT Gunter responded 
with verbal commands then took defensive actions and which ending up him using soft hand techniques to get him into restraints. 
Inmate Stokes continued to be aggressive so SGT Gunter drew his taser demanding him to place his hands behind his back to be 
handcuffed. Inmate Stokes refused and stated "we will all go over the railing" and at this time Sgt Gunter deployed his taser which did 
not make full contact. I Officer Killian and Officer N. Roberson went hands on with inmate Stokes and restrained him with hand cuffs.
